IN CLOSING... 


Finally, if you are getting the feeling that 
editors have the upper hand, here’s a let- 
ter that won’t disabuse you of that 
notion. A San Diego writer writes about 
how magazine editors are “in a unique 
position: Legions of would-be vendors 
are fiddling with their hats outside the 
door. 

“But some of us ... cannot accept 
the additional frustration of this dilatory, 
grotesquely one-sided process. . .. Hap- 
pily for publishing, there are hundreds 
of freelancers eager to accept this humil- 
iation, replacing each of us who con- 
cludes that leisure time must be con- 
structive and upbeat. Were I in [the 


| magazine] business, I wouldn’t change 


a thing. It is I who must get out of the 
kitchen.” 

Whaddya mean, hundreds?
